She was on council 
from 1967 to 1971, ‘And | might have 
been there yet if [hadn't run for mayor,” 
she recalls. She was defeated in the 
mayoralty race by Jim Sharp the 
incumbent 


The big thing during my term was the 
beginning of a little improvement of 
property, Mrs. McCullough said 


‘| was in charge of property. They 
didn't spend money then like they do 
now but we sandblasted the outside of 
the Town Hall and got curtains put up.’ 


These were minor property 
improvements but the major property 
job she tackled was getting the new 
police station. ‘The police didn’t have 
any quarters then. It was quite 
something ... unique ... for a woman to 
be lining up a police station.’ 


Another big project she looked after 
was arranging for Deseronto’s 
Centennial celebrations in June of 1971. 


‘One of the events was a contest fora 
design for a town flag. The school 
children did the designs and we had to 
choose one that would be possible to 
recopy ... that was not too intricate,’ she 
said. 

Kathleen Hunter, a grade 8 student, 


won the contest and Mrs. McCullough 
herself made the flag. 


How did the men on council react to 
their first fernale associate? ‘Il was very 
well accepted and they were most co- 
operative,’ she said. 


New councillor, Lena Cummings 


LENA CUMMINGS 


hopes the other council members will 
co-operate with her too. 


‘VIL try to get along but | am bull- 
headed,’ she said. 


She thinks that while the property 
standards by-law was a good idea for 
getting the town cleaned up, there are 
still a lot of things to be done ...

‘The sidewalks should be shovelled ...

Garbage...zoning restrictions... 
market value assessment...these are 
some of the contentious issues which 
have put two condidates up against the 
three incumbents for election to 
Sophiasburgh Township’s council. 


There are five people contesting the 
three council seats...Glenn Tripp, B.

MAX MACDONALD 

‘People have to getin there and fight,’ 
says Mr. MacDonald of RR 2, Picton. He 
is not a newcomer to the political arena 
in the township. He was on council in 
1969 and 1970 and has contested other 
positions, including that of reeve, in the 
past. 


‘{ don’t like the way things are,’ he 
said. ‘There are too many rules and 
regulations. 


‘| had 115 acres which were in 
Demorestville and the rezoning and 
planning took them out of 
Demorestville and called them marginal 
farmland.

There have been some complaints in 
the township from people who feel they 
are taxed on a market value assessment 
while others aren't.

How did A and P get 
go ahead for two more 


stores on Picton site? 


The inclusion of two other stores...an 
order office and a trust company...on 
the site of the new A and P supermarket 
in Picton, has raised some questions. 


When the new supermarket was 
proposed, there were quite a few in 
town who objected. It would require 
some zoning changes from residential 
to commercial and residents in the area 
thought the noise and traffic might 
change the quality of their lives. Some 
business men objected to the proposal 
to have other stores included in the 
complex...they could draw business 
away from the down town core. 


An Ontario Municipal Board hearing 
was held last November. The pros and 
cons were heard. The presiding officer 
listened carefully to both sides and 
concluded that ‘a formal order of 
approval would not be given until the 
OMB had been notified that a proper 
site plan had been executed with the 
Town Council...the content of which is 
to be substantially the same as the 
proposals brought out at the OMB 
hearing’. 


Asite plan was finally executed which 
did not include any additional stores. 


Now two more stores have been 
included...How come? 


‘A and P kept changing its mind,’ said 
Graham Lodge, Picton’s Town Clerk. ‘A 
site plan was approved by council. If A 
and P had gone along and finished the 
project according to the agreement, 
they could than have added two 
stores...or more...later on, as long as the 
buildings conformed with by-laws...for 
example covered no more than 75% of 
the total area.’ 


It is cheaper and more convenient for 
A and P to include the two stores now 
instead of faullfilling the original 
agreement and building later. 


‘It’s in the town’s interest too to do it 
now,’ Mr. Lodge pointed out. ‘The town 
is going to get $13,000 for granting 
this...the $13,000 is for providing 
necessary services. For example traffic 
lights might be required to handle the 
traffic.’ 


Anyone with any other questions 
about the site agreement...such as the 
entrance on to Washburn street...will it 
be chained at night?...will it be used by 
trucks?...can get this information by 
going to the town clerk’s office and 
asking to see the agreement.

‘I've had a lot of calls already about 
the sidewalks,’ she said 


She'd like to see a curfew for the 
children too. ‘They tried it back four or 
five years ago but when the police 
picked up a bunch of children and took 
them home, there was nobody there’ 


Another thing that bothers her is 
littering. ‘People should think about 
what they throw on the sidewalks, it’s 
their town,” ... and suggested garbage 
pails on the main street like they used to 
have. ‘They could chain them to the 
poles,’ she suggested. 


Her decision to run for council was a 
sudden one . made only on the 
morning of nomination day. She 
needed 10 residents’ name on her 
nomination papers ... ‘I got them in 18 
minutes and got my shopping done 
too,’ she said. Eight were women and 
the other two men. 


‘Whatever committee they put meon, 
I'll do my best,’ she said but would 
prefer the Police Committee. 


‘I've had a sort of police experience,’ 
she said ... ‘l was a private dick back in 
the 30’s when they were cleaning up 
bootlegging and moonshining. There 
was Prohibition in the States then.” 


‘We could get called out any time to 


follow up a lead. One time, we were 
looking for a place above a restaurant 
but | didn’t see how to get up to it. | was 
in one of the booths and happened to 
put my hand under the seat and moved 
a catch. Was | surprised when that 
opened the access to the upstairs where 
they were drinking, smoking long pipes 
and gambling. | had to go up and act 
natural ... and | didn’t even drink or 
smoke then. My job was to report on 
what | saw and later the place would be 
raided.” 


‘My pay would be slipped under the 
door ... sometimes $500 ... and | bought 
my first car with that money. 


But she quit, ‘because it was too 
dangerous.’ 


She knows a lot about Deseronto. Her 
parents retired here from near Odessa 
in 1946 and she’s been coming here ever 
since. For one year, she worked at 
Canada Optical and then with a firm 
making record players at the former 
match factory. 


She came back to Deseronto to stayin 
1962 and, in 1967, married Merv 
Cummings. He is also familiar with the 
town’s business. A retired Hydro 
employee, he was on the Public Utilities 
Commission here for six years.

Do the people of Deseronto want 
fluoride added to their water supply? 


Some people questioned on the 
street felt it wasn't necessary because 
‘the children are getting fluoride 
treatment at school and everybody can 
fluoride toothpaste and other products 
if they want to.” 


It’s true that children at the Deseronto 
public school do get fluoride rinses. 


Every second Wednesday morning, 
they take a one-minute walk around the 
auditorium with their mouths full of a 
fluoride rinse which they can’t spit out 
until a minute has passed. 


All grades except kindergarten 
Participate. 

‘We don’t have the kindergarten 
children do it because they can’t hold 
the rinse in their mouths...they might 
swallow it,” Principal Muir said. 


So that means that only the children 
from grade one to eight are getting the 
benefit of the treatment. 


And what they are getting is simply a 
rinse...wat is called a topical fluoride, 
which only works on the outside of the 
tooth and helps harden the teeth 


Hallowe'en, so this one year he hires a 
bunch of guards to take care of it for him 
and keep the kids away. 


All evening the guards patrolled that 
fence. Not a kid in sight. He was 
figgering for sure that he’d won the 
battle this year, until ten o'clock come 
around. Every night at ten the train 
would pull out of the siding by his 
house. When she pulled out this night, 
she took the fence with her. The kids 
had come early, before dark and before 
them guards, and the little devils had 
tied that fence to the train. All he could 
do was stand there with his guards and 
watch his picket fence going up the 
track hell fer leather. 


Goes to show that it takes some 
figgering to outsmart kids when they're 
bent on mischief, don’t it? 


already in the mouth. It does nothing 
to help teeth which are: still being 
formed. 


The addition of fluoride to the water 
system, on the other hand, will help 
teeth which are still being formed.

Belleville has had fluoridized water 
since 1965. Picton also has it. Air force 
and army bases have had it for many 
years. 


The Hastings Health Unit provided 
this fact..tests over many years have 
shown that fluoride in the water system 
results in about two-thirds reduction in 
tooth decay in children. 


What would it cost Deseronto to add 
fluoride to its water supply? According 
to Town Clerk Carman Milligan it would 
require about $25,000 worth of 
equipment, to be paid for over the 40- 
year plan and operating expenses would 
run between $500 and $1,000 a year.

The Arthritis Society is the only 
organization in Canada devoted to 
solving the problem of arthritis, and to 
the alleviation of suffering and disability 
caused by it. Its ultimate objective is the 
elimination of the disease. 


The Society's aim is twofold ... to help 
in the acquisition and dissemination of 
knowledge about the cause, cure and 
prevention of arthritis and to assist the 
health professions, hospitals, medical 
schools and governments to bring about 
a rapid and continuous improvement in 
the quality of care for arthritis. 


Medical science can prevent disability 
in about four out of five patients 
suffering even the most severe forms of 
arthritis. Arthritis due to infection can 
be cured. Arthritis due to gout can be 
cured. Joints destroyed by arthritis can 
be replaced with mechanical 
substitutes.

SWISS EMMENTALER 


It is believed that the first Swiss 
cheeses with holes began to appear 
during the Middle Ages at a time when 
cheesemakers were trying to figure out 
ways to make bigger and bigger wheels 
of cheese. Today wheels weigh 175 to 
200 Ibs., and each requires about 1200 
quarts of partly-skimmed milk from 
cows pastured in both the valley and 
Alpine meadows of Switzerland. 


After the curd is cut, drained and 
pressed until it is almost dry, it is stored 
in a warm curing cellar where gas begins 
to form, and the gas makes bubbles, and 
the bubbles make holes. The more 
violent the fermentation, the larger the 
holes. 


Emmentaler is an all-purpose cheese: 
it is delicious to munch on, excellent in 
sandwiches, and a definite asset to the 
cook. If you feel particulary lazy or 
rushed before your next guests arrive, 
try the marinated cubes. 


MARINATED SWISS CUBES 


— Cut Swiss Emmentaler in cubes and 
marinate several hours in a good spicy 
garlic-flavoured French dressing. 

— Drain well, spear on toothpicks and 
serve. 


LUPA SHETGIA (Swiss Mountain Soup) 


White bread, lightly toasted, 4 slices 
Swiss Emmentaler, 1 cup grated 

Milk, heated to scalding, 4 cups 

Salt and pepper 

Whole nutmeg, freshly grated 

Butter, melted until lightly brown, 2 
tbisps. 


— In each of 4 soup plates, place a piece 
of toast. Cover each with about % cup of 
cheese. 

— Add to each soup plate, 1 cup 
steaming hot milk. Cover, let stand a few 
minutes. 

— Sprinkle each with salt, pepper and 
nutmeg and spoon ¥% tablespoon 
browned butter over top.

Flour, 5 tblsps. 

Milk, 1% cups 

Salt and pepper to taste 
Swiss Emmentaler, 2 cups, grated

Milk, % cup 

Flour 

Oil, 2 tbisps.

Deseronto Public Library 
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Log house makes good use of pine’s insulating qualities 


Back in the early days, in Prince 
Edward County, pioneers built houses 
out of logs which were readily-available 
And the logs were a good choice of 
building material. Their insulating factor 
helped keep the heat in during the long 
winter months 


Nowadays, with energy-saving and 


GORDON WAY 


insulation very current concerns,log 
houses are coming back into their own 
again. 


Gordon and Barbara Way have been 
building a log house out on Fry’s Road 
with the help of their contractor, Glenn 
Tripp. 

It’s built of white pine from L’'Amable, 
near BAncroft, and has an insulating 
factor of R 14 to 16. 


‘The air holes in the pine help 
insulate,’ the Ways explained. 


The outside walls are 6-inch 12-inch, 
the inner walls are 4 by 12 and the ceiling 
is 2 by 6. And the walls don’t have to be 
finished off with stucco, brick, plaster or 
other materials...all they need is sanding 
and a coating of urethane-oil mixture. 


‘It's better than a 4-inch conventional 
wall,/ Mr. Way said. ‘Stucco, for 
example, has no R factor at all.’ 


They started clearing the lot last 
spring and, in June, began putting the 
logs up. 


“There was a slight delay in getting the 
22-foot ceiling beams which had to be 
cut specially,’ Barbar said. ‘That held us 
up for three weeks and then it rained.” 


The logs had to be lifted up ona cable. 
‘The 22-foot beams weigh about 70 or 80 


— 


pounds and even more when green,’ 
they explained. ‘There were four people 
working at that part of the job.’ 


For some years, the Ways had talked 
about building a log house...it was their 
dream, but they didn’t know they could 
get the logs readi-cut until they heard 
about the supplier in the Bancroft area. 


They went up north to look at a 
cottage that had been put up three or 
four years before, as an experiment. 
They had to plow their way in through 
deep snow to peek in the windows. It 
had been built with green wood ‘but 
there had been no shrinkage,’ Barbara 
said. 


The wood used in the Ways’ house 
was cut last year and is still not entirely 
dry. 


After they saw the cottage, they got 
stacks of books but no one plan 
incorporated all they wanted. ‘So we 
drew up our own plans and Glenn Tripp 
engineered it for us,’ they said. 


‘Construction of the log house was a 
real challenge,’ Mr. Tripp said. ‘With a 
log house everything has to be done 
differently to coincide with the size of 
the logs. For example, you couldn’t put 
a narrow railing on a wide stairway.’ 


‘All the logs were grooved and we 
made pine keys to hold them together, 
then calked on each side of the key. 
And each corner was locked together. It 
could have been built without nails but 
we did use some. 


What they have ended up with is a 
house 2,119 square feet in area, built in 
the woods. The living space is wide 
open...a living room with a huge 
fireplace, a music room, dining and 
kitchen areas. Two b edrooms, one a 
master suite with its own bathroom, are 
at one end of the house and there is 
another room to serve Mr. Way as an 
office. He is Sophiasburgh’s township 
clerk. 


The full basement allows for a large 
family room with a wood-burning stove, 
laundry space, a cold room, and a two- 
car garage. 


And the furnace is of a type now 
becoming popular, burning both wood 
and oil. 


‘We kept five acres of hardwood,’ Mr. 
Way said. And he has been cutting wood 
down and bringing it in to pile up in 
large stacks in the basement. 

‘hate to see the trees cut down,’ Mrs. 
Way said. ‘We cut as few as possible so 
you can’t really see where they came 
from.’ 


The log house, on the Fry Road blends naturally into its wooded setting. 


She loves wood. ‘Ig rew up aroundit,’ 
she said. ‘My father, Fred Cooper, had a 
sawmill at Bloomfield. He spent his 
whole life with wood. | wish he was alive 
to see this place.’ 


But much as she loves wood, she’s not 
having pine floors in the house. ‘I've had 
them before,’ she explained. ‘They are 
perishable and they show every mark.” 


So sub flooring has been put down, to 
be covered with plywood, and 
carpeting or cushioning. : 


Because of the thickness of the outer 
walls, the windows have been installed 
flush with the outside and have to be 
filled in on the inside. They are blowing 
insulation around the window frames 
and in the ceiling. 


Is such a house an expensive one to 
build? 


Mr. Tripp figured the cost at under 
$50,000...complete with furnace,

plumbing, wiring etc. ‘I think the house, 
for its size, wil run cheaper than an 
ordinary house,’ he said. 


The same type of log construction has 
been used for the Auction Barn at the 
corner of Highway 49 and Conty Road 6. 


NOT ONE BALLOT went into the box at 
the advanced poll in Deseronto’s Town 
Hall on Saturday. 


No interest shown 
in advance poll 


Saturday was a long day for Blanche 
Detlor, deputy returning officer, and 
Kay Hood, poll clerk, as they ‘manned’ 
the advance poll in Deseronto’s town 
hall from nine in the morning until eight 
at night...and not one person came into 
cast a vote. 


‘I've been here a good many years,’ 
Blanche said. ‘Sometimes it’s been slow, 
but this is the first time when there have 
been no voters.’ 


‘I never heard of such a thing before,’ 
said Carman Milligan, town clerk. ‘Two 
years ago, 15 voted at the advance poll 
and one year they got up to 28. But there 
isn’t much to vote about this time. There 
is the question of fluoridation...a choice 
which is given to all voters...and 27 
people in town are eligible to vote for 
separate school representative.” 


Sophiasburgh should get garbage 
pick-up no matter who’s on council 


There are five people running for three 

council seats in Sophiasburgh 
Township. Three of them, Paul Aman, 
Leland Doxsee and Glenn Tripp, are on 
the present council. Contesting the 
incumbents are Max MacDonald and 
Arnold Devries. 


Last week’s Scanner carried comment 
from MacDonald and Devries 
concerning garbage...‘It’s a 
disgrace’,Devries, and zoning... ‘A sorry 
state,’ MacDonald. 


This week, the three incumbents have 
their say. 


GARBAGE 
All three...Tripp, Aman and 
Doxsee...are in favour of a house-to- 
house garbage pick-up...’As long as it 
doesn't cost too much’. 


Sophiasburgh Council puts out a 
tender for garbage disposal once a year. 
The present contract expires the end of 
this month and council has called for 
new tenders not just for disposal from 
the central garbage depot at Demorestv 
ille but also is getting tenders on house- 


“to-house pick up. 


Councillors have also talked to 
Hallowell Township to investigate the 


possibility of having Hallowell pick up 
some of the garbage from Soph- 
iasburgh. 


‘At the present time they are notina 
position to handle it,’ said Glenn Tripp, 
‘but they wuld be interested in doing 
part of Sophiasburgh at a later date.’ 


Why were the depots throughout the 
township removed some years ago? 
‘People were making a mess at the 
previous bins,’ Paul Aman said. ‘And the 
wolves were getting into the bins at Fish 
Lake Road.’ 


Leland Doxsee pointed out that even 
with a door-to-door pickup there would 
still be a need for disposal of brush and 
other large articles. 


ZONING BY-LAW 

Sophiasburgh’s proposed zoning by- 
law did not get approval from the 
Ontario Municipal Board. The original 
proposal was circulated to all 
householders but the amended 
proposal was sent only to those people 
who had made formal objections to the 
OMB.

proposal should also be circulated toa 
householders. 


‘The by-law was a little stiff, We're 
making amendments now and we will 
have to circulate them,’ said P. Aman. 
‘But we think we have to have some 
restrictions. | can’t see someone putting 
up a $50,000 house and then a shack 
up beside it.’ 


‘The township needs to have some 
control over subdivisions,’ Leland 
Doxsee said. Mr. Doxsee was reeve for 
five years and was also, at one time, a 
member of the school board. 


He pointed out the situation now 
existing in the Shanendoah subdivision, 
started by Joe Simon of Burlington on 
the Northport Road. 


‘He subdivided and sold off lots. Now 
he wants council to buy the roadway in 
the subdivision as if it was a lot. At 
present there is no way to plow the 
roadway. It’s not a township road. We 
had to get his permission to go in and 
plow it last year and the people who live 
in the subdivision paid for us to do it.’ 


“We hope that when the by-law goes 
through, they will have to bring a 
subdivision plan for approval. We don’t 
want to start building roads for 
subdivisions.’ 


Glenn Tripp said that township went 
as close as possible to the county planin 
its proposed by-law. ‘The Government 
says we have to do things a certain way.’ 


He pointed out that municipalities 
had to have by-laws about property 
standards, zoning, etc. in order to be 
eligible for programs such as the 
Ontario Home Renewal Program. 


TAXES 
‘This year, although the tax for 
schools went up, the township kept its 
part of the mill rate the same as it was in 
1977,’ Mr. Aman said. 


‘We took a little off roads, a little off 
each program to hold the mill rate,’ Mr 
Tripp said. : 


When asked about complaints of 
seemingly-unequal assessment of 
property he said that council has no say 
about assessment. The Provincial 
assessment office in Trenton has the Say 
about it. 


‘Prince Edward County was supposed 
to hav e gone on full market value 
assessment but it never has,’ he said. 


INDUSTRY 

When asked why there ws no area in 
Sophiasburgh zoned specifically for 
industry, Mr. Tripp said, ‘I think we need 
industry, wherever it can be located, but 
not on good farm land. Council could 
go out and buy land for industries but 
council is not in this business.” 


RECREATION 
Paul Aman said he thought the rec 
reation programs should be kept going. 
‘We should look ahead for the young 
people’. He is a member of the 
recreation committee. 


Mr. Tripp, chairman of the recreation 
committee, said, ‘We have a certain 
amount from council each year for 
recreation but for extra things we raise 
our own money.” 


And the commttee has been doing 
just that. It has had a refreshment booth 
at various events, including a daily stand 
at the Northport Park this summer 
which was run by the yoiung people to 
raise money for baseball equipment. 
The committee has now purchased a 
trailer which can be used as a travelling 
booth at special events. 


‘We think as much money as possible 
should be earned by raising it, instead of 
going to council for every cent you 
want,’ he said. ‘This was the first year we 
put on a supper for the baseball 
youngsters and we didn’t have to go to 
council for the money.’

Anyway, would he have believed me if | 
had told him that, according to the 
World Health Organization, up to 
ninety percent of human cancer is 
‘environmentally caused’. Other 
sources are even more precise: the vast 
majority of human cancer is caused by 
the chemicals we breathe, eat and work 
with. The ‘cancer maps’ prepared for 
the U.S, and Canada establish clearly: 
cancer and industry are clustered 
together. 


Each year 1,000 new chemicals come 
into use, which probably explains why 
the chemical, pesticide, food additive, 
food colouring, pharmaceutical, 
smelting and plastics industries are not 
very keen about having laws making 
pre-testing of potentially toxic 
chemicals mandatory. Despite this the 
U.S, now has a Toxic Substances Control 
Act which puts the onus on a 
manufacturer to prove that a new 
chemical is not carcinogenic. Usually 
Canada toddles along after the 
Americans. However, perhaps there is 
no need - after all most of our industry is 
owned by U.S.corporations. 


Last year the workers at Johns 
Manville in Newfoundland stayed out 
on strike after the monetary issues were 
settled because of their concern about 
the amount of asbestos in the air 
OUTSIDE the plant. The regulatins allow 
two fibres of asbestos per cubic 


centimetre of air - this is, conveniently,

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about what the filtering equipment 
could manage. Asbestos is, by the way, 
an indestructible mineral; that is, 
breathed or swallowed, it does not 
dissolve. Two fibres per cubic 
centimetre is a lot of fibres particularly 
when it has been established that sev 
enteen percent of all cancer deaths in 
the U.S. are caused by asbestos. 


A decade ago the Ontario 
government announced that, in future, 
the polluter must pay and so, in 1971 it 
sued the Dow Chemical Co. for $35 
million for depo siting five tonsa year of 
mercury into the St. Clair River. Seven 
years later the Ontario Government 
dropped its suit when Dow agreed to 
pay each fisherman whose livelihood 
had been lost $6,000, a total of $350,000. 
Dow also agreed to give the province a 
startling $150,000 ‘towards the cost of 
continuing studies of water quality in 
the Great Lakes’. On the other hand the 
province GAVE Dow $98,000 in 
Pollution Abatement grants from 1971 
to 1974, that is at the same time as they 
were pretending to sue them for $35 
million! 

The polluter pays? of course not - as 
usual, we pay. But even we are not 
paying the real price. The real price will 
be paid by our children and 
grandchildren.

In a small town, November 11th 
is, indeed a day of remembrance 


What does November 11th mean to 
many Canadians today...a holiday from 
work or school...a two-minute silence at 
11 o’clock...buying a poppy from the 
seller on the corner....or dropping 
poppy money into a box on the 
counter? 


Maybe that’s all it means in some big 
centres, but in a town the size of 
Deseronto, November 11th is, indeed, 
Remembrance Day. The whole town 
turns out for the ceremonial parade to 
the Cenotaph and the laying of the 
wreaths. Stores close for an hour and the 
business of the town is hushed 


The weather on Saturday was, as 
usual, cold and dark, but there was no 
rain falling on the members of the 
Canadian Legion Branch 280, the Ladies’ 
Auxiliary, Voyageurs, Scouts, Cubs, 
Beavers, Sea Cadets and Brownies as 
they carried their flags in the parade. 


Paraded for the first time were the 
colours of the Ladies’ Auxiliary, 
dedicated in a service prior to the 
Memorial Service itself. 


Heads bowed, all age groups from 
little children to old veterans of the First 
World War, listened while Legion Padre 
Rev. Jack Fletcher prayed. And there 
were tears in many eyes when the 
trumpeter played ‘The Last Post’. 


More than 70 wreaths were placed at 
the Cenotaph in remembrance. After 
the ceremony, some of the wreaths 
were taken to the Cemetery. Some were 
left at the Cenotaph and the rest were 
stored at the Legion Hall. Every week, 
three are taken from the hall and used to 
replace the weathered ones at the 
Cenotaph. 


Following the laying of the wreaths, 
there was a March Past before 
Deseronto Mayor John Neal, Branch 
President Al Fraser, Chief Donald Brant, 
of the Tyendinaga Reserve, and Rev.

Mayoralty upset in Napanee 
No fluoride for Deseronto water 


The municipal elections are over for 
another two years and it didn’t seem to 
make much difference that they were 
held in November, instead of 
December. 


The election dates were changed 
because it had been thought that 
turnouts would be better if the weather 
was notas badas it often is in December. 


Where there was a strong contest, ora 
controversial question on the ballot, 
voters turned out fairly well...where 
there was little interest, the turnout was 
small. 


DESEROINTO 

In Deseronto, the turnout was only 14 
per cent. That might have been 
expected in a town where the mayor, 
reeve, deputy reeve and council 
members went in by acclamation, but 
there was a controversial question on 
the ballot..whether or not to add 
fluoride to the water. 


Although 1,279 people could have 
voted on this issue, only 185 did, and 
four of them spoiled their ballots. The 
final result, 151 against, and 30 for. 


There was one other question for 27 
voters...who would be their 
representative on the separate school 
board. Only four voted...all for Randy 
LaMorre. 


PRINCE EDWARD 
In Sophiasburgh Township, only 
33.3% of the voters turned out to choose 
three councillors from five contestants. 


The three winners were Paul Aman, 
371; L. Doxsee, 331; and Max 
MacDonald, 324. Runners up were 
present incumbent, Glenn Tripp, 247, 
and Arnold Devries, 167. 


In Picton, nine were contending for 6 
seats on council, which went to Joan 
Brant, 965; Andy Jarvis, 824; G. 
Ackerman, 749; L. Comrie, 664, and M. 
Robbins and Bessie Ward tied at 618. 


Hallowell Township had a ‘real good 
turnout’ the clerk’s office reported. 


There, the race was for three council 
seats, with seven contenders. Final 
results were: G. Reynolds, 835; H. 
Rolston, 612; B. Hepburn, 603; K. 
Brown, 494; G. Molyneaux, 470; F. 
Leavitt, 408 and J. Cole, 302. 


There were four candidates for two 
seats on the board of education. Ross 
Foster, with 900 votes, and Ted Rutter, 
with 882, took the seats. Runners up 
were R. Windatt, 674 and F. Darling, 547. 


NAPANEE 
There was a real upset in Napanee. 
Lorne Smart, mayor of the town for the 
past many years, was defeated 875 to 
1,064, by Glenn Harrington, a former 
mayor. 


Graham Strong took the spot of 
Deputy Reeve, and the six councillors 
for the coming tow-year term are: R. 
Vick, 1168; J. Madden, 1131; H. Hayes, 
1118; S. Sinclair, 990; C. Daverne, 962 
and C. Milligan, 869. 


TYENDINAGA TOWNSHIP 
In Tyendinaga Township, four 
contestants were after three council 
seats. Final tally was Charles Long, 593; 
Raymond Hunt, 547; Don Ellis, 484 and 
Bernice Stratton, 358. 


Representative for the Separate 
School, on the Hastings Board of 
Education is Randy LaMorre with 194 
votes. Contender was Elden Weiss who 
polled 119.

A recent schedule of dental 
appointments for my son has cost as 
follows: 


First visit, $35, which included x-rays, 
cleaning, cancer check?, fluoride 
treatment and the news that he had 
three cavities and a tooth to be pulled 
for space reasons. | suppose | should be 
grateful for all the ‘goodies’ but | just 
can't see past the fact that | paid $35 and 
not so much as one cavity filled. When I 
asked if we could have some fillings 
done instead of the trimmings, | was told 
this was not possible. 


Next visit, one filling, $25 for fifteen 
minutes work. My husband earns $6 an 
hour -- twice the current minimum 
wage -- or $2.50 for fifteen minutes. 


Next visit (I remember dentists from 
the dark past of five years ago who could 
fill two or even three teeth in a half-hour 
visit -- of course they weren't diverted 
by their Muzak) $20, one filling. 


Next visit, $15, one filling. When you 
holler about the cost of the first two, 
they just show you their rate chart. 


It don’t know the cost of the extraction 
yet. Total cost will then be $95 plus, fora 
six month check-up or approximately 
$200 a year for one child’s yearly dental 
care. 


We have only one child -- what of 
those who have three or four? We have 
no dental plan because we are self- 
employed. We live in an area where for 
four years we have not been able to get

Local employers using JET program 
to train young people on the job 


Employment and Immigration 
Canada’s JET (Job Experience Training) 
programs designed to benefit both the 
unemployed young people recently out 
of school and area employers. Twenty 
local employers have taken advantage 
of the program since its start in late 
September, Adrian van Asseldonk, 
manager of the local Canada Manpower 
Centre in Napanee, reports. 


Under the program, unemployed 
people between the ages of 16 and 24 
who have been out of school for three 
to 36 months, are geared into 
employment with local companies, 
giving them training for the future as 
well as a job with pptential for 
permanency 


Companies that hire these young 
people for 26 weeks of work, providing 
suitable job experience, at least the 
minimum hourly wage and over 30 
hours a week, get a subsidy for each JET 
worker of $1.50 an hour. For 26 weeks, 
that adds up to $1,560. 


The program, which operates with an 


absolute minimum of paperwork, 
provides a good oppertunity for 
employers to assess potential 


permanent employees. 


JET candidates, who must have been 
registered for full-time employment for 
at least two weeks, go through a pre- 
employment orientation session for 
coaching on how to conduct themselves 
at a job interview, positive work 
attitudes and how to keep a job once 
they get one. 


In Ontario during the first winter of 
the program last year, nearly 8,000 
young people got jobs through the JET 
program - double the target set.

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New immunisation 


action programme 


November is Immunization Action 
Month in Canada. Provincial and 
Federal health ministries are 
cooperating in a concerted attack on 
vaccine-oreventable diseases that are a 
threat to an estimated 20'%, of children in 
Canada. 


‘There is no question about the value 
of immunization programs,’ says Dr. 
Fisher of the Hastings-Prince Edward 
Health Unit. But in the two counties, 
immunization programs are an ongoing 
job ... not a one-month promotion deal. 


‘Right now, we are into a fairly big 
program of immunization in the 
schools,’ Dr. Fisher said. ‘Students in 
both counties are getting measles, 
mumps and rubella immunization.’ 


‘We attempt to keep tabs on what 
immunization the youngsters have had. 
We sent a circular around to parents 
telling them what we are offering and 
whether their child needs the shots. The 
parents sign a consent form.’ 


Do many parents refuse to allow the 
immunization consent forms? ‘We still 
have the odd ones who don't sign,’ he 
said. 


The health unit also carries on regular 
immunization clinics, in addition to 
work in the schools. 


‘The polio and tetanus vaccine has 
been curtailed for adults,’ he said. ‘But 
we hope to have it again during the first 
part of 1979.’

adequately enough to function 
effectively in our society. ‘The 
percentage of people who cannot read 
and write adequately rises dramatically 
among rural populations,’ Ms. Beaherm 
said. ‘In Frontenac County the 
percentage may be as high as 45%’. Ms 

Beahen cautioned people who suspect 
they may fall into this group that they 

should not feel ashamed of not being 
able to read and write well 


There are people who have no 
O.H.I.P. coverage because they cannot 
fill out the required forms and there are 
others who are skilled in technical areas 
but can’t get their papers because they 
cannot read and write well enough to 
pass the tests. 


The programme depends on the 
services of volunteers who work on a 
one-to-one basis with the students. 
Tutorial sessions can be offered at the 
student's home, at the tutor’s home or at 
the library. 


There are only a few counties in 
Ontario who do not provide County 
Library service and bookmobiles for the 
taxpayers -- among these are Prince 
Edward and Hastings. The cost? A 
minimum of $1.50 per capita, about 
one-fifth the cost of a book, a case of 
beer, a bottle of whiskey; less than one 
visit to a movie for a child. Perhaps we 
could put up with a few potholes to gain 
such an essential service.

Some of these difficulties were 
eliminated in the early sixties when 
CNIB introduced the first magnetic tape 
system. This was a maked improvement, 
but the massive, wooden, tube operated 
machines were heavy, and the 18-track 
cassettes were cumbersome and not too 
reliable. The next development, in the 
sixties, was a transistorized machine 
weighing about 10 pounds, using a six- 
track, seven-ounce cassette. 


CNIB is now introducing a small, 
light-weight machine which will play 
any standard cassette; rechargeable 
batteries make it completely portable.

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WHO NEEDS IT? 


New kind of wasp well suited to survive suburban winters 


As if mosquitoes, blackflies and 
poison ivy aren’t enough, Mother 
Nature has dispatched another summer 

st to torment residents of some Parts 
of Canada. 


This one comes in the form of a new 
type of yellow jacket -- a catch-all 
phrase for several species of wasp -- that 
first hitched a ride from Europe to the 
United States and now has spread into 
Ontario for the first time. 


This species is much more aggressive 
than its native cousins, stinging more 
readily and frequenting places where 
people gather for summer fun -- 
outdoor barbecues, picnis, fairs and 
around fast-food operations. 


The biggest threat posed by the 
immigrant is to beekeepers. The wasp 
vill attempt to invade beehives in 
2arch of honey. 


Rolf Boch, an entomologist with 
griculture Canada’s Ottawa Research 
tation, first began receiving inquiries 
aout large populatins of wasps during 
vis summer's Central Canada 
chibition in Ottawa. More than 100 
irgoers were treated for stings during 
ie first six days ot the exhibition -- 
\ore than double the usual number. 


‘My first reaction to complaints about 
asp popultions was that they had 
ultiplied this summer because of the 
arm, dry weather,’ Dr Roch says 


After the fair was over, the 
vtomologist began surveying wasp 
ypulations and collecting specimens 
om around Ottawa. 


During microscopic examination, he 


tentatively identified the species 
Vespula germanica, a wasp not known 
to have spread north from the United 
States. His tentative identification -- 
based on a slight difference in markings 
compared to native wasps --was 
confirmed by entomologists at Cornell 
University, N.Y. 


‘We can be sure that the wasp is going 
to cause problems around Ottawa next 
summer,’ Dr. Boch says. ‘It is ideally 
suited to the suburban environment. 
And it’s well equipped to survive our 
winters, While our native wasps usually 
nest in the ground or in exposed nests 
hanging from eaves or tree limbs, this 
wasp likes to get inside attics and 
protected plac es.’ 


Other areas into which Vespula 


germanica may have spread aren't yet 
known. 


‘We know it’s in Ottawa, and | suspect 
that it can be found all through southern 
Ontario and some parts of Quebec,’ he 
says. 


Now that Dr. Boch has identified the 
new species, other entomologists across 
the country will be watching for it, 
expecially those located in honey- 
producing areas. 


Dr. Boch found a pile of a few 
hundred dead wasps at the entrances of 
beehives at Agriculture Canada’s 
Central Experimental Farm in Ottawa. 
They had tried to get into the hives to 
reach the honey, but bees had repelled 
them and stung them to death. 


“But it’s most disrupting for the 
beehive and reduces honey 
production,’ Dr. Boch said.

The entomologist says there is little 
that can be done to control these wasps 
now that they have moved in. Unlike 
native species, their nests are hard to 
find and destroy. 


‘About the best way we can stop them 
from being a nuisance around food is to 
keep refuse containers closed,’ Dr. Boch 
says. ‘Fast-food operations should 
maybe redesign some of their 
containers so food scraps are covered. If 
you can smell the food from three 
blocks away, so can the wasps.’

it was cold work last Thursday, getting down into the waters of the creek to attach cables 
to Bloomfield’s Standard Church which had slipped while being moved to a new site. 


What’s a church 
doing in the creek? 


Last Thursday, the Standard Church in 
Bloomfield was sitting in the creek, 
waiting for a second crane to arrive and 
help lift it out. 


How and why did it get there? 


It was built about 55 years ago and had 
stood for all that timeo n Mill Street, but 
it was close to the creek and there were 
water problems in the basement. 


It had also been outgrown and more 
space was needed by the congregration. 


So it was decided to construct a new 
site, over on the other side of the creek, 
to accommodate a larger church. 


The old church would form part of the 
new one and an enlargement would be 
added to double its size, with room up 
top for a balcony. 


‘Moving the old church is costing 
about $4,000,’ the pastor, Rev. Larry 
Hart, said. ‘But that was cheaper than to 
rebuild a whole new church.’ 


So it waslifted, put on steel beams and 
the moving started. The church, with 
the steel beams, weighs about 20 tons. 


When the church got stuck in the 
creek, it caused some delay until 
another crane arrived. One crane was 
needed to lift the front end and the 
other for the back end. 


Cherry Valley stone ground flour in Bloomfield bread 


In the Cornucopia column a few 
weeks ago, there was information about 
the revolution taking place in the bread 
line. General Bakeries was persuaded 
that there are a lot of people who want 
to eat bread that tastes like food and has 
the nutritional values of the wheat from 
which it came 


General Bakeries has now come out 
with a new kind of bread...‘Daily Bread’ 


Shucks..right here in the Quinte area 
people can already buy bread without a 
whole lot of junk in it, and it does taste 
good 


Larry Green, of Cherry Valley, is stone 
grinding wheat and rye and selling it to 
local consumer for bread-making 


Some months ago, he built anew mill 
at Cherry Valley, using some parts from 
an old mill in Quebec 


By stone grinding, he is producing 
100% whole wheat flour from both hard 
and soft wheat, and also rye flour. In 
future he hopes to use other grains too 
and is now experimenting with 
buckwheat. 


He grinds up the bran and wheat 
germs and doesn't use any additives 
himself. ‘But the wheat may have been 


sprayed or fertilized on the prairies,’ he 
said 


‘Most of the grain | use is from the 
prairies. I'd like to support local people 
but there’s not much hard wheat grown 
here. Soft wheat gives them a better 
yield,’ he said 


‘| intended to farm and produce my 
own. But by the time | mill it and sell it, | 


haven't much time for farming.” 


He has already approached some two 
dozen businesses with his product and 
intends to set up delivery routes. 
Customers who want to pick up some 
for themselves can go to the mill any 
time on Saturdays.

Sophiasburgh gets 
garbage pick-up 


Starting December 7, every Thursday 
morning green garbage bags and 
garbage pails will sprout all along the 
township roads in Sohiasburgh. 


The township has contracted with 
Sutcliffe Enterprises of Napanee to have 
house-to-house garbage collection 
once a week. 


A few people in Northport and 
Demorestville will still have to cart their 
garbage a short distance to a pick up 
point. 


‘The garbage collectors will go 
around the block in those two 
communities,’ Gordon Way, township 
clerk said. ‘Anyone not on the main 
block will have to take their garbage to 
the pick up route.’ 


There are a few conditions to follow if 
you want your garbage picked up. 


It has to be out by 7 a.m., in tied bags, 
or cans. It must not weigh more than 75 
pounds and you can’t put out more than 
five bags or pails a week. 


‘We're still maintining a big container 
at the Demorestville depot for large 
amounts of trash,’ Mr. Way said. 


Cards will be sent out to all 
householders before the garbage 
pickup begins, providing the necessary 
information. 
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EDITORIAL 


The editor of the Scanner has been 
criticized, from time to time, for 
continuing to bring to the attention of 
our readers the absurdity of going 
ahead with nuclear power stations when 
no one knows what we are going to do 
with the nuclear waste. 


The Ontario Ministry of Energy and the 
Federal Government have agreed on a 
timetable with a date of the year 2000, 
for being in full-scale operation ‘safely’ 
disposing of nuclear waste. As we point- 
ed out in a previous editorial, there 
are no guarantees that they will have 
found a ‘safe’ way to dispose of the 
garbage by that...or any other...date. 


The following information, sent to us by 
the Canada/Ontario Radioactive Fuel 
Waste Management Program brings up 
another horrifying possibility...the 
effect of earthquakes or meteor impacts 
on the ‘safe’ disposal sites. 


Generating electricity with nuclear 
energy creates radioactive. materials 
which are mainly in the used fuel, the 
news release from the Canada/Ontario 
Radioactive Fuel Waste Management 
Program explains. These materials must 
be managed safely since some remain 
radioactive and potentially harmful for 
thousands of years 


To allow increased use of nuclear 
energy in Canada, a long-term solution 
for waste management must be 
demonstrated. Presently Atomic Energy 
of Canada Limited is engaged in an 
intensive program to investigate the 
possibility of disposing of radioactive 
waste in a vault constructed deep in a 
rock formation of the Canadian Shield 


Although the vault will be designed to 
minimize release of radioactive 
materials, the possible effects of events 
such as earthquakes, ice ages and 
meteor impac ts must be projected. An 
important part of this projection work is 
the study of the transfer of 
radionuclides in terrestrial food chains 
This is particularly true for pathways 
leading to man 


Unfortunately..(Editor’s note:

used in the press release) such studies 
are difficult to undertake because we 
cannot create large experimental 
contaminations. We must, therefore, 
take advantage of existing situations. 


The detonation of nuclear test devices 
over the past four decades has resulted 
in radioactive fallout on a global scale 
Although fallout has greatly decreased, 
materials from previous years still persist 
on or near the earth's surface where 
they can enter the terrestrial food 
chains.

He’s found water for 25 years

the spot where the water pipes went 
through. 

‘Ldon't know how it works,’ he said, ‘I 
just know it does.’ 

He can tell within seven feet, up or 
down, how far down the water is. ‘Every 
time the stick dips, it's another foot,’ he 
said 

The water he divined on a Rossmore 
property last week was 30 feet down but 
most times, he says, it’s about 50 feet 
down. He tries to find a spot where two 
veins of water intersect, if possible 

Sometimes he has to cover a lot of 
ground before water is found 

‘There was one fellow who wanted to 
dig a pond for his livestock. | just about 
wore myself out walking around that 
day, but | found it. For $10, | think | 
earned my money!’ 

He has done a lot of witching on the 
Tyendinaga Reserve and told one story 
about a resident there who had had two 
holes drilled and both were dry. ‘They 
could have gone down one of those dry 
holes another 1,000 feet and not found 
water,’ he said 

So he witched another spot and 
marked it with a peg, for the drilling 
location 

‘When they drilled, the owner of the 
property called me to say there was no 
water there so | laughed and said he 
should only pay the driller for adry hole 


| knew there was water there but the 
driller had probably been too lazy to 
keep the hole cleaned as he went along 
The dirt had plugged the water vein 
You have to keep putting water in and 
pumping it out or the drill can stick in 
the dirt’ 

“Anyway, | told him to Jook the next 
morning and, when he did, there was 
the water, it had broken through where 
the dirt piled up. He put down a plumb 
line and found he had 60 feet of wa ter 
down there,’ 

Mr. Stone was born in North 
Fredericksburgh and moved to 
Deseronto about 12 years ago. He and 
his son were in the well-drilling 
business

Running a ‘bird farm’ a fun hobby 
but it’s expensive and demanding 


Glenn Tripp and his son,Mike,have a 
fascinating hobby ... they raise wild birds 
... pheasants, partridges, Canada geese, 
mallard, pintail, wood, English Call, blue 
wing teal and other ducks. 


‘It's an expensive hobby’, Glenn 
admits. ‘! wouldn’t want to estimate 
what we put into it this year. You have to 
buy the birds to start and a ring-necked 
pheasant can cost $27. Then there’s the 
fencing and the pens to build.” 


The Tripps ‘bird farm’ on Big Island, 
has kept the birds in their natural 
setting, where they are comfortable and 
feel at home. 


Besides being an expensive hobby, it’s 
a busy one. The birds have to be fedand 
watered every day, and, in the spring, 
the schedule is hectic. 


‘Pheasants start hatching in April and 
can go on until the middle of August,’ 
Glenn said. ‘When the eggs are hatching 
they have to be turned over regularly 
and watered to keep them moist.’ 


He built his own 1,500 egg incubator 
and hopes to modify it so it will turn the 
eggs automatically, saving himself or his 
son the job of turning them. 


‘When they hatch, they have to dry 
out and then gointoa brooder for about 
four weeks. Last year, two were born 
with their legs on backwards and we had 
to destroy them.” 


He has a brooder room with three 
brooders, each of which can hold 100 
young birds. The room is electrically 
heated. 


‘We get a kick out of having the birds,’ 
he said. ‘Mike and | spend all day 
Sunday out here.’ 


This is the second year they have been 
in the bird-raising hobby and last year 
they hatched over 300 pheasants. They 
have a licence to sell the birds. ‘We 
usually sell cock-pheasants,’ he said. 
‘We keep the females. The eggs are 
more fertile from a two-year-old than 
from a one-year-old bird.’ 


The pheasant eggs are dark brown, 
sometimes greenish. ‘We haven't eaten 


any yet,’ Glenn said. ‘We've been too 
busy hatching them.’ 


They got their first birds from Father 
Brady and his nephew, Larry McGlade, 
who have a conservation farm near 
Odessa. 


You can’t just go out and buy wild 
birds. You have to belong to bird clubs 
and be licenced before you can buy or 
sell. Waterfowl come under a Federal 
licence, the other birds are under a 
Provincial licence. The Tripps belong to 
the Lake Ontario Bird Club and the 
Eastern Ontario Breeders Association. 


There are different kinds of licences. 
You can geta licence to raise only, or to 
raise and sell. You can also get a 
preserve (hunting) licence. If you havea 
licence, you have to keep records for 
the government. 


‘It’s surprising how many people are 
interested in this hobby,’ he said. They 
have sales each spring and fall at 
Metcalfe and Odessa and they are 
always crowded.

From time to time, we hear 
complaints from people who have not 
been at all happy...in fact, some have 
been downright angry...with the kind of 
service they have received at the 
emergency department in their local 
hospital. 


One such complaint was brought to 
the Scanner’s attention last week, 
concerning emergency treatment at the 
Prince Edward Memorial Hospital in 
Picton. 


It is too early to comment on this 
particular case, which has been 
brought to the attention of the hospital 
administrator, Bruce Scott, and the chief 
of staff, Dr. L. Hall, for their 
consideration. 


But it seems timely, right now, to doa 
run-down of what emergency services 
are provided at the hospitals in 
Belleville, Napanee and Picton. 


Hospitals all over Ontario are finding 
a sharp increase in the demand for 
emergency service, at the same time as 
they are experiencing budget cutbacks. 


BELLEVILLE 

‘One of the biggest sources of 
irritation to a community is poor 
emergency services at its hospital,’ says 
P. Richard, who has been administrator 
at Belleville’s General Hospital since 
1967. 

‘We get about 130 people a day. 
Things that used to be done in the 
doctor’s office are now done in 
emergency.’ 

Belleville has four full time doctors on 
contract with the hospital. They fill the 
four slots in the emergency department 
on rotating shifts. Someone is there on 
duty at all times. 


‘The emergency doctors don’t admita 
patient. If the patient doesn’t have a

doctor of his own, one is assigned to 
him.’ 

He didn’t think a hospital was obliged 
to have a doctor on duty or on call but, 
‘We have had this system for years,’ he 
said, : 


As for hospital control over 
emergency service he said, ‘A doctor 
has to make an application each year for 
privileges to work in this hospital. You 
can always deny them.’ 


NAPANEE 
‘We have a doctor available at all 
times,’ said W.A.Ronald, administrator 
at the Lennox and Addington County 
General Hospital in Napanee. 


‘There are 10 or 12 doctors with 
privileges to work at this hospital. All of 
them carry out emergency on rotation 
basis and none of them is farther than 10 
minutes...at the outside...away from the 
hospital. If, for any reason, the one 
coming on duty isn’t available, the one 
who has just finished his duty stays on 
call.’ 


‘Sometimes a doctor will have a stand- 
in from Kingston...usually a younger 
doctor. We investigate these stand-ins 
and give them Napanee Hospital 
privileges. They usually stay right in the 
doctors’ lounge at the hospital.’ 


‘No one can be admitted to the 
hospital without a doctor seeing the 
patient and ordering admission,’ he 
said. ‘The nurses at emergency can carry 
out first aid measures but no treatment 
can be given until the doctor comes.” 


Mr. Ronald agreed with Belleville’s 
administrator P. Richard that the patient 
load is going up in emergency units. 
‘People don’t call their own doctor at 
night,’ he said. ‘They go to emergency. 
We get the walking wounded and the 
worried well.’ Continued on page 3 


Deseronto to obtain expert advice 


Deseronto Town Council held its final 
meeting on Monday night, and not 
much business was done. 


This is a period of pause before the 
new council takes over in December 
and the old council is not supposed to 
make any major decisions at this time. 


Two of the three new councillors 
were on hand as spectators...Lena 
Cummings and Bill Higgins. The third, 
Bob Graydon, was not present. 


One item of business was 
consideration of a letter from Mel 
Swartz, NDP, MPP for Welland-Thorold, 
concerning the need for reform of 
municipal assessment. 


‘It is my opinion that the assessment 
roll for the Town of Deseronto contains 
many inequities,’ Town Clerk Carman 
Milligan reported to council. 
‘Therefore, serious consideration 
should be given to requesting a 
complete reassessment for the town. 
The Village of Stirling has requested a 
similar reassessment and the City of 
Belleville is apparently considering the 
same.’ 


Mr. Milligan later gave the Scanner 
several examples of what he meant by 
inequities. ‘Someone who builds a new 
house, puts in a pool and other such 
items, is assessed for it. But if someone 
adds a swimming pool on an older 
house, there is no reassessment,’ he 
said. 

At Monday night's meeting, Council 


decided to get a representative from the 
assessment office in Trenton to explain 
fully the details of a reassessment. 


Another matter that came up at 
Monday's meeting was a letter from 
Deseronto’s librarian, Gloria 
Greenfield, responding to Council's 
request for comments from the Library 
Board ona resolution from Lennox and 
Addington County which Deseronto 
council received in October. 


Neither the library board, nor the 
librarian, endorsed the Lennox and 
Addington resolution which had 
sueslooes the amount of funding for 
the Lake Ontario Regional Library. 


‘The Lake Ontario Regional Library 
does have a substantial budget but a 
large number of services are provided 
with this money,’ the librarian’s leter 
said. 

She listed four sets of encyclopedia 
received this year, films, records, talking 
books, projection equipment, a 
projectionist, puppet shows and other 
services. 


She said it would be a shame if the 
funding of the system was jeopardized 
at this time. ‘Restraint is necessary, but 
the little library is being hit by inflation 
from all sides, as are its patrons. As 
everybody pulls in their belts,the need 
for pooling materials will b e even 
greater and that is the whole idea 
behind the Regiona | Library System,’ 
her letter concluded. 
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EDITORIAL 


The Hastings County Board of 
Education has been asked to support a 
resolution from the Peterborough 
County Board of Education petitioning 
the Ministry of Education and the 
Ministry of Community and Social 
Services to jointly fund, at the one- 
hundred percent level, services for the 
developmentally handicapped child in 
the school system. 


An Advisory Committee for Trainable 
Mentally Retarded Children, 
established by the Peterborough Board 
of Education, has been studying the 
special needs of these children and the 
methods of funding to meet these 
needs. 


The committee found that the 
number of dollars provided by the 
provincial Government to meet the 
needs varies greatly from community to 
community and depends on the service 
deliverer ... a provincial institution, local 
developmental centre, a local school 
board. One problem is that the funds 
are available through two Ontario 
Ministries ... Education and Community 
and Social Services. 


At present, the Ministry of Education 
grants for trainable mentally retarded 
children in the school system are far 
from sufficient to adequately provide 
for the needs, the committee reported. 


The whole area of funding has been 
brought to a head by the new policy 
now being pursued by the Ontario 
Ministry of Community and Social 
Services to reduce the number of 
handicapped people in government 
facilities and return them to their local 
communities. Parents of retarded 
children are being encouraged to keep 
them at home, or to take them back 
home if they are already in a facility. 


With more of these children in the 
local school system, more local funding 
will be required, if the load is not to fall 
on the backs of the local taxpayers. 


The Peterborough Board of Education 
is circulating its resolution for 100% 
provincial funding to a number of other 
boards for their reaction and 
endorsement. 


Peterborough is to be congratulated 
for addressing itself to this problem 
before it has a chance to snowball.

Asked what would happen if they got 
a complaint about the service in 
emergency, he said, ‘The hospital has 
control. If we had any complaints they 
would be raised with the medical staff 
and the board.” 


Before Napanee had a hospital, the 
local doctors used to run an ad in the 
local paper indicating whom to callinan 
emergency. Now there is an ad in the 
local paper indicating that the hospital 
has a physician on duty at all times. 


PICTON 

Bruce Scott, administrator at the 
Prince Edward Memorial Hospital in 
Picton said, The nurses in emergency 
are told to ask if the person has a family 
doctor and the nurses would call and try 
and get the family doctor. If the family 
doctor is not on call we have a duty 
roster of doctors on call.’ 


‘| believe it’s a voluntary situation,’ 
said D. Walker of Milford, chairman of 
the hospital board, when asked about 
the duty roster for emergency services. 


According to Bill Bain, director of 
institutional operations with the 
Ministry of Health at Queen’s Park, a 
hospital is normally required to have a 
doctor on call for emergency services 
but he pointed out that a hospital board 
might have by-laws of its own covering 
this. 


When Board Chairman D. Walker was 
asked about this, he did a careful 
checking of the Prince Edward 
County Memorial Hospital Board’s by- 
laws and said he found nothing in the 
by-laws concerning requirements about 
having a doctor on call.

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Protecting _ birds 
creates problems 
for local breeders

‘There must have been over 1,000 
birds at one sale at Metcalfe,’ Mike said 
“And at Odessa, there were 300 boxes of 
birds.’ 

The birds come in cardboard boxes 
with a wire mesh opening in the frontso 
you can see what you are buying 


The birds have to be pinioned so they 
can't fly away. The way you do this, the 
Tripps explained, is to take the first joint 
in one wing and clip it when the birds 
are young. This breaks the bone so the 
air gets in. The bird can start to fly but 
falls back again 


Even with a pinioned wing, a Canada 
goose can be a dangerous enemy, 
especially during the mating season 


‘He can break your leg with his wings,” 
Glenn said. ‘In the spring, we have to 
put a heavy wire fence around ourselves 
to go into the pen.’ 


Protecting the birds against natural 
enemies creates a problem for breeders 
too. 

The Tripps have electrified the 
fencing around the pens. ‘We can turn 
the power off from inside the house,’ 
Glenn said,‘But there was one time 
when some people wanted to see the 
birds and didn’t warn us ahead of time 
They got quite a jolt from the fence.’ 


He’s a little concerned about wolves 
this year. Hawks are another problem 


A breeder is allowed to shoot hawks. 
“A hawk can carry off a Canada goose, 
even though it weighs 8 or 10 pounds,’ 
he said. 


Sometimes the danger comes, not 

from outside, but from inside the pen. If 
there are too many pheasants in one 
pen, they may become cannibals. If they 
pick at a bird and draw blood, the other 
birds will go for the victim too. The 
Tripps watch out for this and have a 
lotion to put on the wounded bird 
which removes the odour of blood. If 
there is a continuing problem the bird is 
taken out of the pen for its own 
protection. 


Glenn's wife, Betty, doesn’t share his 
enthusiasm for the birds. She doesn’t

want to touch them. She would like to 
have some peacocks, but they are 
expensive and noisy 


The neighbours say they like to hear 
our birds in the mornings,’ she said. ‘But 
they might not like listening to the 
raucous noise peacocks make.’ 


The Tripps have a lot of plans for the 
future 


‘Eventually | want to have a free-flight 
pen for pheasants, about 50 by 100 feet, 
sO trees can grow inside,’ Glenn said 
He'd like to put in a big pond sometime 
too. 


‘And Lord knows what else we'll come 
up with in the spring,’ he said. 


Among the flock they have now are 
silver pheasants, Chinese golden, 
Chinese ringnecks, English ringnecks, 
Lady Amherst and Reeves; chequered 
partridge, standard bantams, Polish 
buffs (a bantam with a pom on top), Silky 
bantams and Fleurs (with pantaloons), 
Canada geese, mallard ducks, English 
Call ducks, blue wing teals, black ducks 
and pintails. 


‘We tried some quail this year too,’ 
Glenn said. ‘They weren’t as big as your 
fist, and when they were first hatched 
they were no bigger than the end of my 
finger.”
